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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The listing of references in the specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement. 37 CFR 1 .98(b) requires a list of all patents, publications, or other 
information submitted for consideration by the Office, and MPEP § 609 A(1) states, "the 
list may not be incorporated into the specification but must be submitted in a separate 
paper." Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner on form 
PTO-892, they have not been considered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact ,terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as based on a 
disclosure which is not enabling. Mo content is critical or essential to the practice of the 
invention, but not included in the claim(s) is not enabled by the disclosure. See In re 
Mayhew, 527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). 

The MOeq expression in instant claims require Mo as essential part of the 
calculation. But, Mo content is not recited in any of instant claims. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 is indefinite because the expression "type" in lines 8-9. the expression 

"type" is indefinite. When the expression "type" appended to an otherwise definite term, 

renders said term indefinite. Ex parte Copenhaver, 109 USPQ 118. 

Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
41 8 F.2d 528, 1 63 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1 969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1 .130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-5 of U.S. Patent No. 6024916. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from 



each other because of reason set forth below in 103 rejection. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims 
at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application 
indicating obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(f) or (g) prior 
art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 



Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as being unpatentable over 
USP6024916toUritaetal. 



Urita disclose(s) the features including the claimed tool steel composition (col. 1, 
line 43 to col. 2, line 18). The tool alloy steel contains primary carbides of MC-type (col. 
3, lines 53-61 ) less than 1 % or none at all (col. 2, lines 57-62). Therefore, when prior 
art compounds essentially "bracketing" the claimed compounds in structural similarity 
are all known, one of ordinary skill in the art would clearly be motivated to make those 
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claimed compounds in searching for new products in the expectation that compounds 
similar in structure will have similar properties. In re Gyurik, 596 F.2d 1012, 1018, 201 
USPQ 552, 557 (CCPA 1979); See In re May, 574 F.2d 1082, 1094, 197 USPQ 601, 
611 (CCPA 1978) and In re Hoch, 57 CCPA 1292, 1296, 428 F.2d 1341, 1344, 166 
USPQ 406, 409 (1 970). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art to select any portion of range, including the claimed range, from the broader 
range disclosed in a prior art reference because the prior art reference finds that the 
prior art composition in the entire disclosed range has a suitable utility. As stated in In 
re Peterson, 65 USPQ2d 1379, 1382 (CAFC 2003), that "A prima facie case of 
obviousness typically exists when the ranges of a claimed composition overlap the 
ranges disclosed in the prior art." Also see MPEP § 2131.03 and § 2123. 

With respect to the instant claimed Mo eq that it is well settled that there is no 
invention in the discovery of a general formula if it covers a composition described in the 
prior art, In re Cooper and Foley 1943 CD. 357, 553 O.G. 177; 57 USPQ 117, 
Taklatwalla v. Marburg, 620 O.G. 685, 1949 CD. 77, and In re Pilling, 403 O.G. 513, 44 
F(2) 878, 1931 CD. 75. In the absence of evidence to the contrary, the selection of the 
proportions of elements would appear to require no more than routine investigation by 
those ordinary skilled in the art. In re Austin, et al., 149 USPQ 685, 688. 

With respect to the Nb content in claims 5 and 7-9, that it is well settled that a 
prima facie case of obviousness would exist where the claimed ranges and prior art do 
not overlap but are close enough that one ordinary skilled in the art would have 
expected them to have the same properties, In re Titanium Metals Corporation of 
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America v. Banner, 227 USPQ 773 (Fed. Cir. 1985), In re Woodruff, 16 USPQ 2d 1934, 
In re Hoch, 428 F.2d 1341, 166 USPQ 406 (CCPA 1970), and In re Payne 606 F.2d 
303, 203 USPQ 245 (CCPA 1979). To overcome the prima facie case, an applicant 
must show that there are substantial, actual differences between the properties of the 
claimed compound and the prior art compound. Hoch, 428 F.2d 1343-44, 166 USPQ 
406 at 409. 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103 as being unpatentable over JP 
1 1 131 193 (abstract) or USP 5458703 to Nakai (col. 2, lines 35-51). 

Cited references disclose the features including the claimed tool aljoy steel 
compositions except for the Mo eq expressions. However, it is well settled that there is 
no invention in the discovery of a general formula if it covers a composition described in 
the prior art, In re Cooper and Foley 1943 CD. 357, 553 O.G. 177; 57 USPQ 117, 
Taklatwalla v. Marburg, 620 O.G. 685, 1949 CD. 77, and In re Pilling, 403 O.G. 513, 44 
F(2) 878, 1931 CD. 75. In the absence of evidence to the contrary, the selection of the 
proportions of elements would appear to require no more than routine investigation by 
those ordinary skilled in the art. In re Austin, et al., 149 USPQ 685, 688. Therefore, 
when prior art compounds essentially "bracketing" the claimed compounds in structural 
similarity are all known, one of ordinary skill in the art would clearly be motivated to 
make those claimed compounds in searching for new products in the expectation that 
compounds similar in structure will have similar properties.

With respect to the instant claimed carbides that since it does not require in the 
final product. Thus, it is not required to be disclosed by cited references.

The above rejection relies on the reference(s) for all the teachings expressed in 
the text(s) of the references and/or one of ordinary skill in the metallurgical art would 
have reasonably understood or implied from the text(s) of the reference(s). To 
emphasize certain aspect(s) of the prior art, only specific portion(s) of the text(s) have 
been pointed out. Each reference as a whole should be reviewed in responding to the 
rejection, since other sections of the same reference and/or various combination of the 
cited references may be relied on in future rejection(s) in view of amendment(s). 

All recited limitations in the instant claims have been meet by the rejections as 
set forth above.
